DANES ARE LOYAL STIL. 


University of Copethagen Scien- 
tists See in Charges Only 
Rank Fiction with 
Base Motives. 


New York, Dec. 9.—[{Special.}—The 
news topic in this city today about Dr, Pens 
was the Loose~-Dunkle revelations. Inquiries 
reached the city from all parts of the country 
which proved that the jolt was general. 

Experienced navigators agreed that Capt. 
Loose’s story contained its own inherent cor- 
roboration. Prof. Parker ef Columbia uni- 
versity said what the captain had revealed 
about Cook’s lack of ability to take scientific 
observation and his evident shortage of polar 
observations in particular, exactly agreed 
with what he had observed of Cook on the 
Mount McKinley expedition. 

Wellington Wack, the explorer’s counsel, 
was reported by the Associated Press to have 
withdrawn from Cook's affaires, disgusted by 
the explorer’s silence. Wack would not 
comment on the revelations. J. R. Bradley, 
Dr. Cook’s financial backer, left town and 
could not be reached. Charles Wake, the 
explorer’s friend, was invisible, but Lunkle 
and Capt. Loose were much in evidence, with 
a challenge to Cook and his partisans to face 
Cook anywhere and let any competent tribu- 
nal judge whether they had told the truth or 
not. 


Brooklyn Friend Is Staunch. 

But from Bushwick, Brooklyn, came a dec- 
laration from John A. Rogers, chairman of 
the Cook celebration committee, in defense 
of the missing explorer. 

“* Cook,” says Rogers, “ would not dignify 
those affidavits with a reply. When the 
Danes in Greenland believed him and Copen- 
hagen university had given him a degree and 
New York aldermen had given him the free- 
dom of the city,” who would believe Loose and 
Dunkle?’’ 

Danish scientists who are preparing to 
examine Dr. Cook's records accepted today 
the offer of the New York Times to submit to 
the committee the affidavits tn which Capt. 
August W. Loose and George H. Dunkle 
swore that Capt. Loose had prepared fraud- 
ulent observations for Dr. Cook's use. At 
the same time, Danish astronomers and other 
scientists, basing thetr ideas on cabled sum- 
maries, expressed the opinion that the 
charges were false. 7 

The committee of the National Geograph- 
ical society at Washington appointed ito re. 
port on Dr. Cook’s claims arranged te ex-* 
amine the false observations prepared by 
Capt. Loose on Saturday. If the committee 
considers the proof conclusive, Commander 
Peary probably will be recognised at the 


society's banquet next Wednesday as the 
real discoverer of the pole. 


Cook’s Whereabouts Unsolved. 

The whereabouts of Dr: Cook remain as 
much @ mystery as ever. Dr. Pitt maintains 
he is at Wells, Me., but there is no confirma- 
tory evidence. Rumors that Cook. was in 
Philadelphia, Copenhagen, and Brooklyn 
cropped out today. 

To men who knew Dr. Frederick A. Cook 
and have worked in the flelii with him, and to 
those who are qualified to judge of his equip- 
ment a8 an explorer from his own published 
statements, there was in the narrative of 
George H. Dunkle and Capt. August Loose 
inherent corroboration of the description of 
the way in which documents were drawn up 
for the Copenhagen university. 

The one thing inaisted upon by Dunkle and 
the captain over and over/again was the in- 
ability of Dr. Cook to take ordinary as- 
tronomical observations. Capt. Loose dwelt 
at length on the gaping voids he had found in 
the exploret’s knowledge of the way to ascer- 
tain his position, and in this he bore out the 
experience of those who have traveled with 
Dr. Cook. 


Professor Sure of Loose. 

Prof. H. C. Parker of Columbia university, 
speaking today of the attempt he made in 
company with Dr. k to ascend Mount 
McKinley, remarked upon this aiso, 

‘In all the time I was with Dr. Cook,” Be 
said,‘ I never knew him to take an observa- 
tion to determine Our position, and | am quite 
sure he had no knowledge of and no interest 
in the mountain instruments. i speak par- 
ticularly of these because I was in charge of 
this set of observations amd he never spoke 
of them to me and I never thought it worth 
while to discuss them with him because he 
evidently wae so little interested.” 

Prof. Harold Jacoby, Rutherford professor 
of astronomy at Columbia, made a strong 
point of the importance of forwarding at 
once to the University of Copenhagen a tran- 
script of the observations made by Capt. 
| Loose at the Hotel Grametan. They should 
be delivered to the univraity, he said, before 
there was any possibility of any one but Dr. 
Cook knowing what was in the records he 
intrusted to Mr. Lounsdale. Yor if there is 
a substantial agreement between the cap- 
tain's observations and Dr. Cook's figures 
collusion between them will be proved abao- 
lutely.

That All supplies of clothing and provisions 
contributed would be aécepted and issued 
from the relief station, Dut that the stocks 
in the relief station would not be replenished 
by purchases from relief funds. Instead the 
committee established @ system of orders 
on the local merchants by which to supple- 
ment the incomplete stocks in the relief sta- 
tion. For example. we had plenty of flour, 
potatoes, beans, and canned goods in the 
station, but little perishable goods, such as 
butter and lard. Our stock of sugar also 
soon was exhausted, and our coffee and tea 
are now gone. 

The plan is to issue to a family flour, pota- 
toes, etc., from our station, and to supple- 
ment those articles by am order good on any 
store at which it may be presented for butter, 
sugar, lard, megt, etc. These orders on the 
merchants bear my signature and are hot 
honored or paid by the committee without 
that signature. On the ist and 15th of the 
month the merchants bring these orders to 
the relief headquarters, when they are paid 
in cash by the committee. 

Prior to the adoption of this plan a con- 
ference was called to which all the mer- 
chants in Cherry were invited. The plan 
was discussed by them and hearty indorsed. 
It was on their request their pay days for 
orders were set for the Ist and 15th of each 
month. The so-called company store was a 
party to this agreement; but stood and stands 
on exactly the same fopting as every other 
store In Cherry.

Sherman C. Kingsley, superintendent of the 
United Charities, who has spent most of his 
time in Cherry since the mine disaster, said 
that the aldermen are mistaken. 

‘We give orders on the Cherry stores for 
suppties,”’ said Mr. Kingsley, “‘ because that 
helps the stores to recover. Wegive a family 
an order for so much meat and it can get 
any kind of meat desired.

Chief Steward Will Not Permit 
Late Sales New Year’s Eve. 


LENIENT TO LATE DINERS. 


May Consume Parchases Made Before 
1 A. M, After That Hour, 


The joys of a “ @ouse" on New Year’s eve 
still will be Chicago's, even after the 1 a. m. 
dead line, if you do your drinking in one of 
the fashionable cafés or restaurants, but not 
over the bar. All such plebeian celebrationg 
must be consummated before the witching 
hour or not at all, so far as the saloons are 
concerned. 

Rumors that Chief of Police Steward in- 
tended clamping the lid on all revelers at 1 
o'clock In the face of all precedent, which 
permitted 8 o'clock liquor sales at least, 
aroused the leading hotel men and restaura- 
teurs, most of whom had disposed of tables 
for the night of Dec. 81 months ago.. But the 
chief showed himeelf lenient In the matter.

‘The 1 o'clock closing ordinance will be 
strictly enforced on the last aight of the 
year,” the chief said yesterday. “ But if 
those who dine in the hotels and cafés order 
their wines and liquors before that time I 
don't see how they can be disturbed.

George H. Dunkle, the New York insurance broker, who swears he negotiated 
the deal incident to Capt. August W. Loose’s faking of astronomical observations 
for Dr. Frederick A. Cook, formerly lived in Chicago. He is a son of C. W. Dunkle, 
2913 West Adams street, an employé in the county treasurer's office. The elder 
Mr. Dunkle says his son has had no scientific training in the subjects invalved in 
such a report as would avail Dr. Cook. 

“My son is not a college man,” he said yesterday. “He never made a study 
of astronomy or navigation. I never heard of his doing any scientific work. Polar 
exploration was his hobby, however, and he read much on the subject.” 

Mr. Dunkle said he had not heard from his son since the publication of the 
allegations concerning the Cook records. “I-am sure that whatever George did 
was right and that he had good reasons for it,” he declared. 

He also asserted he was visiting his son in New York at the time of the first 
reports that Cook had reached the pole and that George Dunkle had disputed the 
possibility of his having done so. 

A short timé after his graduation from the high school Dunkle took a position 
in the library, later betoming a gas lamp inspector for the city. He went to New 
Orleans and left there for New York in 1904, when the yellow fever broke out.

. was arrested on Nov. 8 and sentenced to a 
“term at hard labor for her share in the suffra- 
te protest at the lord mayor’s banquet, 
in Guildhall, was released from Hol- 
joway today on the completion of her sen- 


tence. 

She left the prieon in a cab accompaniou 
by two wardresses. On going to the home 
of friends a doctor was called immediately, 
owing to her weakened condition. 

Although palpably ili, Miss Paul was cheer~ 
fol. She declared she did not regret her 
conduct and was prepared to repeat it again 
J necessary. 

She gave out a statement for publication 
in which she declared she came to London 
in September; 1908, to study economy. After 
saying she firet was struck by thé contrast 
between the academic interest in women’s 
guffrage in America and the lively character 
of the movement here, Miss Paul teld this 
story of her prison life: 

“I practiced the ‘hunger strike’ until 
Nov. 11. Since then they fed me twice a 
day by force, except one day, when | was 
too {ll to be touched. 1 have no complaints 
against the Holloway officials. 


Refused to Wear Clothes. 

. “I spent the whole time in bed because I 
refused to wear prison clothes. Each day Ir 
was wrapped in blankets and taken to an- 
other cell to be fed, the food being injected 
through my nostrils.

Central American Colonists 
in Mexico City Denounce 
Taft and Knox. 


TYRANT MAY QUIT SOON. 


Stated In Managua Resignation 
of Nicaraguan Will Come 
Within Three Weeks. 


Mexico City, Dec 9.—Fifty members of the 
various colonies of the Centra] American re- 
publics here met tonight at a private resi- 
dence and adopted resolutions denouncing 
President Taft, Secretary Knox. and the ac- 
tion of the United States toward Nicaragua. 

A number of speakers excitedly denounced 
the Americans. 
Zelaya, while. others favored other men for 
president of Nicaragua, but all agreed when 
it came to condemning the United States 
authorities. 

The resolutions state that “in effect Sec- 
retary Knox violated the first princip 
international rights 'n his note to Rodri ° 
and that “ later Mr. Taft in his message to 
congress did the same."’ They declare fur- 
ther that the government of the United 
States, taking as a pretext the shooting of 
two Americans, has méenaced Nicaragua by 
sending troops to that country, and adds: 

“The intervention of the United States in 
Nicaragua for the above cause attacked. not 
only the country agai Wich they were 
proceeding, but menaced the whole of Amer- 
ica, since, by this *neans, a precedent was 
being established von, n° country on 
this continent would have therright to punish 
any North American criminal unless it was 
prepared to have *he United States deal 
summarily with it on the plea that American 
interests had been attackked.’”’

EFFECT OF THE HIGHER HOSIERY 
DUTIES. 

The American consul at Chemnitz de- 
scribes the method of getting around the 
higher duties on cotton hosiery tmposed 
by the Aldrich tariff..The great bulk of 
the trade has been in stockings retailing 
there at 25 cents a pair. The problem was 
to maintain that price in spite of the ad- 
vance in duty. e importers have 
slightly lessened their margin for profita, 
The manufacturers have done the same, 
and are also turning out styles of hose 
which are slightly inferior in durability 
and workmanship to those hitherto sup- 
plied to the American 25 cent trade. 
The American importers, says the consul, 
will continue to buy freely In the Chem- 
nitz market unti) the home manufacturers 
shal] be able to offer better goods at the 
current prices. 

This must be a crue] disappointment to 
those manufacturers. They had taken it 
for granted that they would have the 
American consumer at their mercy 
through the tariff legislation which con- 
gress gave them in the face of universal 


yet rid of German competition. But 
while their hopes have not been realized, 
the American consumer is faring a little 
worse than under old conditions. He can 
still get a pair of stockings for 25 cents, 
but he will notice presently that they do 
not last so long as they used to. In 
reality he will have to pay a little more 
for his footwear, and nobody is benefited 
thereby. 

This is the. way in which one of the 
provisions’ of what its framers call the 
best tariff that ever was enacted works 
out.

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ORD MOUNTMORRES, the 


proaching Ambassador Hay ‘on 
had been acting purely on h 
the slightest vestige of authority 
Spanish government or legation. : 
The career of Lord Mountmorres has been of a somne- 
what unusual character. His father wad murdered (n 
the west of Ireland during the agrarian troubles of 
1880. Queen Victoria aid what she could for the widow : 
and orphans, who wére left in impoverished circum- 
stances. She granted to the viscountess a suite of 
apartments, in Hampton Court palace and a pension of 
$2,000 a year, and likewise offered to make the present 
Lord Mountmorres, then a.18 year old boy, one of her 
pages of honor, a court office carrying with it a yearly 
pay of $1,600 and, as @ general rule, nomination to & 
commission in the army at the close of four years’ 
service. The young viscount on receiving his appoint- 
ment, was taken to pay his respects to her majesty, 
after being duly instructed as to how he should ap- 
proach her and kneel and kiss her hand. So embar 
rassed, however, was he when the critical moment ar- 
rived Mat in kneeling down he tripped, and, losing 
his head entirely, in the hope of preserving his 
halance clutched hold of the hand which the queen had 
extended to be kissed. Totally ufiprepared for such & 
contretemps, the august lady lost her balance as well 
and, according to the story, sustained a fall, which was 
responsible to a great extent for the injury to the 


protests, It appears that they are not knee from which she suffered so much during the clos-. 


ing years of her life. 

It is sald the queen not only kept admirable com- 
mand of her temper on this occasion but even sought 
with kindly words to soothe the féears of the horror 
stricken lad, who, judging from his looks, expected 
nothing less than instant consignment to the Tower of 
London, followed by decapitation, or possibly even 
hanging and quartering. While she showed no resent- 
ment, she, however, considered it prudent to cancel his 
appointment as page, being of the opinion that he was 
scarcely fitted for the exigencies of court life.

Since growing up Lord Mountmorres has tried to do 
many things. He has been a director and even chair- 
man of a number of companies that have gone ‘Oo 
smash. He has been the agent in England of a great 
Paris dressmaking establishment and was associated 
with the earl of Rosslyn in the latter's attempt to 
break the bank at Monte Carlo by means of a system 
for the putting Into execution of which the two young 
peers and their foolish and confiding friends had got to- 
gether about $50,000. The one career in which Lord Mount- 
morres has, however, distinguished himself has been 
in newspaper work, and he has been associated in turn 
with Lady Colin Campbell's society journal The Realm, 
with Lord Rosslyn’s Scottish Life, and with @ number 
of other papers. 

For a time he was in the employ of Lord North- 
cliffe, turning. out excellent copy for the London Mall, 
among his special articles being these describing his 
experiences @isguised as a tramp, a crossing sweeper, 
a stoker on a river steamer, and as a member of 
other odd callings, one of his experiences of this kind 
landing him in jail, for a technical offense, for a term 
of a few days, which, of course, gave him the oppor- 
tunity of describing vividly the internal economy of s 
jail as seen by a peer. 

Mountmorres also has explored Africa from end to 
end, visiting parts of the dark continent where no 
other white man ever had been seen before. He was 
sent out by the London Globe to investigate conditions 
in the Congo valley, and wrote a most interesting 
series of letters, in which he showed that the districts 
directly under the contro] of the government were 
extremely well administered and free from abuse and 
tyranny; whereas, the most atrocious conditions and 
the most frightful barbarity prevailed in the great 
territories leased to the various rubbér companies which 
have their headquarters at Antwerp. 

Lord Mountmorres also has been kidnaped by Mopor- 
ish pirates and has had all sorts of adventures, while 
he is well known in this country, having frequently 
visited the United States. He is married to a charming 
actress, a Miss Bessie Rowe, and has a little girl. His 
peerage is an Irish one, and gives him no seat in the 
house of lords. So that his present bankruptcy does 
not involve his being subjected to the indignity of ex- 
clusion from parliament. =

Lord Reay and the entire Scotch clan of Mackay 
have been placed in mourning by the death at The 
Hague, at the age of 21, of Baron Avneas Mackay, who 
during his long and useful career held on several occa- 
sions the office of premier, of minister of foreign affairs, 
of president of the council of state, and president of the 
national legislature in the Netherlands. The baron was 
the next heir to the Scotch honors of his cousin, Lord 
Reay, and to the chieftainship of the Clan Mackay. 
It is the old premier’s eldest son, Baron Eric, who now 
becomes next heir to this old Scotch barony, which 
dates from 1628. 

Among his ancestors were Otto Mackay, who fell on 
the battle of Flodden Field, and a Gilchreist Mackay, 
who flourished in the reign of Robert III., the Mackays, 
whose original name was Sfol Mhorgain, or Clan Mor- 
gan, being a purely Celtic clan, which retired into 
the moutttein fastnesses before the Norse irfivaders 
over. a thousand years ago. The first Lord Reay wis 
one of the most devoted adherents of Charlies I., who, 
not content with creating him a baronet and a baron, 
further advanced him to the dignity of earl of Strath- 
naver; but the latter dignity never was perfected, 
parliarnent refusing to ratify the creation, and Lord 
Reay, finding himself excluded from the amnesty in 
the treaty between the Covenanters and King Charlies, 
withdrew to the continent. , 

From that time forth the Scotch Mackays were heard 


service of the King of Denmark, Gustavus Adolphus of 
Sweden, of the prince of Orange in the lowlands, where 
the family may be said indeed to have made its head- 
quarters, never neglecting, however, to maintain the 
connection with Seotland, each generation furnishing 
officers to the army and navy of the British crown. 
One of them, George Mackay, was owner of Skibo castle 
up to the time of his death, when the place, now the 
home of Andrew Carnegie, passed out of the possession 
of his family. ’ 

The present Lomi Reay was born as a Dutchman, and 
under the name of Baron Mackay spent nearly twenty 
years In the service of Holland as a member of its 
diplomatic service and of its national legislature; also 
ag chamberlain of the late queen of the Netherlands, 
until, after succeeding to the Scottish peerage of his 
family, he was persuaded by his clever English wife 
to obtain from parliament letters of naturalization as 
a British subject, and to thus place himself in a posi- 
tion to,enjoy the prerogatives of his Scotch honors. He 
is now lord Neutenant of the county of Roxburgh, has 
been governor of Bombay, chairman of the London 
school board, and is président of the Royal Asiatic 
society and of the British Royal academy.

DR. DUBBS ON “OPERA IN ENGLISH.” 

Dr. Criticus Flub-Dubbe lectured on “Opera in Eng- 
lish” before the Program,Study Class yesterday after- 
nodn. Although unalterably opposed to translations, 
the Doctor, being in an uncommonly tolerant mood,’ 
presented the other side of the argument, citing espe- 
cially the opinions of his learned colleague, Mr. Karie- 
ton Hackett, who will give you forty reasons for sing- 
ing opera in English and not half exhaust his subject. 

“Let it be admitted,” said Dr. Dubbe, “that opera in 
English would have a wider influence; that the uplift- 
ing power of song should not be restricted to the cul- 
tivated few; that in Germany, Italy, France, the for- 
eign text is not used; that the beauty of Grieg’s songs, 
for example, was not appreciated while they remained 
in the Norwegian; let all this and more be admitted, 
and let us brush aside for the nonce the well founded 
contention that many songs and much of the text of 
an opera are ruined in translation—there atill remains 
an insuperable objection to the singing of foreign opera 
in the English tongue.

Household Furniture. 


In the second hall are objects of household 
furniture, such as chairs, beds, torch hold- 
ers, candlesticks, cradles, go carts, wine 
bottles, balances, gridirons, fly brushes, snuf- 
fers, flower racks, oven boards, baking bowls, 
oven shovels, clocks, mortars, etc. 

The third hall contains dresses and wear- 
ing apparel, toys and games, Easter eggs, 
objects of religion, jewelry, and pottery of 
@ wide variety. The majority of the objects 
meer are decorated, many of them are beau- 

- 

The religious objects are especially interest- 
ing and reveal relics of pagan times, such 
as the rattles and “ lightning shooters " used 
on the feast of the Three Kings. Even more 
interesting is a large seried of small wax 
figures of horses, cows, sheep, children, men, 
women, heads, arms, legs, ete., made by the 
peasants in wood molds blessed by the priests 
for @ fee, and used by the peasants to cure 
disease. If one has a sick cow the remedy is 
at once suggested; if a sore leg, one buys a 
wax leg. The children’s toyeare interesting; 
here are tiny wagons, carts, guts, cross bows, 
horses, plows, cradles, scytbes, and soldiers. 
especially Hussara. The stamps for print- 
ing cloth are reminders of India and Java. 

Yes, it is a great little museum; they knew 
whet they wanted to do, and have done it. It 
is a local museum carried to a logical conclu- 
sion. I asked my distinguished priest guide 
if the peasants about here are rich. “ No, 
they have to pay too much taxes.” 

“Do those who return after a sojourn in 
America show a change from their former 
condition ?’’ 

*O, yes. They are much lazier, don't want 
to work, are more impudent, more intelligent, 
and have their eyes opened.” 


Playing “Rip Van Winkle.” 


I saw the prefect the other day. He is 
fine looking man, looks much ke a SeGined: 
prosperous American business man, and 
speaks excellent English. He is a badly edu- 
cated Hungarian who cannot speak more 
than two languages. While waiting outside 
the prefect's office for my interview I noticed 
that “Rip Van Winkle” is to be on the 
boards in Szombaethely for four nights only, 
beginning Sundey night. The chief char- 
acter is down as Rip-Rip. I also noticed a 
large lithograph depicting in colors even 
more lurid than the one I saw in Gy6dr the 
terrible effects of alcohol—on the peasants, 
I have not yet seen such a lithograph show- 
ing drink results on the gentry of the cities. 

As we entered the municipal redoute the 
other night for the mayor's reception a 
pamphlet printed fn four languages was 
thrust into our hands. It was s.gned by the 
League of Abstemious Workingmen. It 
charges the Hungarian government with 
raising the taxes on alcoholic drinks.to such 
an extent that the workingmen are being 
pofsoned with the cheapest denaturized alco. 
hol, and cites that in one village near the 
capital seven person in six months Aled from 
alcoholic poisoning, among them a child not 
yet 15 months old. It charges the govern- 
ment ‘with encouraging the, production and 
consumption of alcohol, and with discrimina- 
tion. And it begs the medica! profession not 
to accept the invitations of wine manufac- 
turers who with “ measureless audacity ask 
you™ to visit their establishments. If the 
doctors do accept these invitations they are 
asked to abstain from drinking. “ For the 
same motives we beg you to refuse ¢he spirits 
which will be offered to you at the banquets 
given In your honor.’’ What is gauce for thé 
goose is sauce for the gander—or should be; 
it all depends on the point of view. 


Emigration Increasing. 


I told the prefect that Hungary reminded 
me a great deal of America. He replied that 
he wished there was more truth in my re- 
mark. The proportion of Magyars to Ger- 
mans in this country is aboutas2tol. But 
of the emigrants the Germans outnumber 
the Magyars as 6to5. Seventy-five per cent 


of all the county are Roman Catholics;

| emigration began from the 
county about It has steadily increased, 
except for the last two years, now it is in- 
creasing again. . 

The best of the emigrants remain in Amer- 
ica, those who do not sucteed return to Hun- 
gary. They go originally to get enough money 
to pay @ debt or buy more land. Those who 
have returned with money have raised the 
price of land 50 per cent in ten years, Many 
from here go to Pittsburg. About 20 per 
cent go without passports. There is aiso 
some emigration from this county to Slavonia 
for the harvesting season, and to Grats and 
Vienna to engage temporarily in industrial 
pursuits. The Germans in the county have 
been here for centuries, even from before 
the time of the Magyars. The peasant farms 
are smal) tn size, especially near certain vil- 
tages, where the process of dividing the farms 
among the sone has been going on a long 


Emigrants Return Changed. 

Any change seen in those who return from 
America? Well there is some change, 
the prefect admits. Residence in America 
does not improve them; they return in a dis- 
satisfied frame of mind, they are restless, 
they are discontented; they say Americas is 
better and bigger; in short, they want to go 
back to The prefect’s gardener, 
for example, has been back from Ameri 
two years, but he is no longer content with h 
dot, he is constantly talking about America, 
and wants to go beck; even his daughter 
wants to 

The prefect gave me a printed list of citi- 
sens of the county who pay a land tax each 
year of more than 780 crowns. There are 300 
names on the list; fifteen are counta A Bava- 
rian prince is a largé land owner. Ceunt 
Erdédy pays nearly 50,000 crowne ($10,000) 
a year; the bishop peys 86.000 crowns. Some 
idea of the size of their estates may be gained 
from these figures. 


Market an Interesting Place. 
The Szombathely market is the most inter- 
esting I have seen, except the special mar- 
ket of Debreczen. Here is to be found every-

STARTS WITH COLUMBUS. 


Up to Present’ Time in Tilus- 
trated Lecture. 


~*~ 


Development of sea transportation from 
the time of Christopher Columbus’ voyage 
to America to the present time was reviewed 
at Handel hall last night by J. Bruce Walker, 
commissioner of immigration of the Do 
ion of Canada, who delivered an illustrated 
lecture on ** The Mistress of the Seas,"" under 
| the auspices of the British Empire associa- 
tion. 

“English ships for passenger service of 
the most highly developed type,” said the 
speaker, “ the Mauritania and Lusitania, now 
show the great contrast between present day 
ocean navigation and that of the time of 
Chrisopher Columbus. 


Make Trip in Four Days. 

“From the period when months of time 
were required for the trip acrogs the Atlantic, 
we now make the trip in such ships as these 
in four days. Even the tug boats we now 
have to tow the big ocean vessels into port 
are greater in size and in every other way 
than the vessels that first made transatlantic 
trips. 

“And there now are being built even 
greater ships than the monster Mauritania 
and Lusitania, which have established rec- 
ords for swiftness and the comfort of pas- 
sengers.”’ 

Handel hall was well filled with men and 
women, many of them Canadians, for Mr. 
Walker spoke chiefly from a Canadian and 
English point of view. His references to 
English and Canadian supremacy in ocean 
navigation were vigorously applauded. Mr. 
Walker is a former Toronto (Canada) newa- 
paper man. 


Reviews Progress in Detail. 

The trips of Columbus’ ships, the greater 
developed sailing vessels, the first of the 
ocean ‘steaniships that carried sails to guard 
against disablement of steam propelling 
powers, side wheeler steamers that fol- 
lowed, and the various stages of development 
of screw propelled boats of great size and 
power were reviewed and explained in de- 
tall. 


STEAD TO HANDLE TAX SUIT. 


Supreme Court Directs Attorney Gen- 
eral to Act.in Attack on the 
Juul Revenue Law.

The third auction sale held under the aus- 
pices of the Chicagp real estate board yes- 
- terday proved even more disappointing than 


© the November sale, as out of the twenty-two 


parcels offered only four were disposed of 
to bona fide purchasers. 

The attendance was large, every seat being 
taken tn the large assembly room, put those 
present seemed to be there more from curi- 
osity than for ‘the purpose of buying any- 
thing. * Bidding-was siow, even in the cases 
of the properties sold, while in several in- 
stances not a single bid was made for prop- 
erties offered. 

The most interesting feature of the sale 
concerned the vacant property. 208x125 feet, 
at the southeast corner of Pine Grove ave- 
nue and Grace street, which after consider- 
able bidding was “ knocked down” to the 
owner, O, C. Goldsmith, for $20,000. 

At once E. W. Carlson, one of the bidders, 
offered Mr. Goldsmith’s representative $20,-
